THREATENS 

FLORIDA'S 
WEST COAST 


Twenty Buildings Wrecked, 
Several Persons Hurt at 
Fort Lauderdale — Some 
Damage at Miami. 


KEY WEST STREETS 
DEEP IN WATER 


Heavy Loss of Life and 
Property at Nassau in 
Worst Storm in History 
of Capital of Bahamas. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Sept. 28.—The 
weather bureau tonight issued the 
following storm warning: 
“Advisory. Northeast 
warnings ordered 9:30 p. m. North 
of Tampa to Pensacola and warn- 
ings changed to southeast Jupiter 


to Miami and hurricane warnings 
changed to southwest storm Key 
West section. Tropical storm cen- 
tral about 60 miles north-northwest 
of Key West and apparently mov- 
ing northwestward about 10 miles 
an hour. This storm will continue 
to move northwestward for the 
next 12 hours and gales of near 
hurricane force are indicated off 
the West Florida coast as far north 
as Tampa. Caution advised ves- 
sels northeastern Gulf of Mexico.” 


Speciaj to the Post-Dispatch. 

MIAMI, Fla.. Sept. 28.—The tail 
of the West Indian hurricane, 
which caused the loss.of 20 -lives 
in the Bahamas, swept Florida to- 
day and throughout last night. 
Gales and in some cases hurricanes 
struck at the coast as they had in- 
termittently on Friday. 

At Fort Lauderdale, 25 miles 
north of here, a tornado damaged 
20 buildings. Several persons were 
injured but no deaths were re- 
ported. 

Two similar storms did minor 
damage at Stuart, 105 miles north 
of here. 

Winds ranging from 60 to 95 
miles an hour raked Miami and 
the lower east coast. Plate glass 
windows on the main streets of 
Miami were blown in. ‘The total 
property loss in Miami is said to 
be about $10,000. At Coral Gables 
eight miles west of Miami, and at 
Goulds and Homestead, 20 and 28 
miles south, roofs were blown off 
houses, wooden warehouses 
wrecked and trees and telephone 
poles blown down. The Miami 
electric light plant was put out 
of commission for about two hours 
early today: because of fallen poles. 

Train Forced to Turn Back. 

Concrete and brick buildings did 
not seem to suffer in the storm. 
Roofs of corrugated iron, however, 
in many instances were ripped to 
ribbons. The storm, during the 
day, apparently reached its great- 
est force between Key West and 
Miami, along the keys. The Hav- 
ana special, a de luxe passenger 
train from New York, was forced 
back by the storm below Glades, 
where the Atlantic Coast line 
passes from the mainland to the 
keys. The train backed up 18 miles 
to Homestead and was marooned 
there 11 hours in the teeth of the 
storm. 

At Homestead some of the resi- 
dents remained in their homes dur- 
ing the storm but about 200 men, 
women and children sought refuxe 
in the school house Friday night 
and remained there tonight. Food 
in abundance was provided them 
today by a Miami relief unit. There 
Was much property damage but no 
casualties, 

Islamorada, a keys station on the 
Coast Line Railroad, and about 35 
miles from the Florida mainland. 
Was struck by a wind blowing 110 
miles an hour about 6 o'clock this 
Morning. It was said several build- 
ings were damaged. 

In Miami it rained steadily be- 
sinning about midnight last night 
Winds buffeted Miami Beach and 
Miami continuously. Many sec- 
tigns in Miami were flooded but no 
CaSualties were reported. The 
storm, while powerful, was not 
‘omparable with the intensity of 
the 1926 hurricane which Miami 
Will always remember, and of the 
1928 storm which razed parts of 
West Palm Beach. 

Under Strain Since Tuesday. 

Florida's patience had been worn 
thin by storm strain. The first 
threat of the hurricane was report- 
‘don Tuesday. A bit of rain and 
tight winds on Wednesday lent 
Solor to the threat but did not in- 
lerfere with bathers on the beaches.

The report charac- 
terized conditions at the reform 
school as “deplorable.”

Caulfield for the position are 
Col. Francis D, Ross, former super- 
intendent of the municipal farm at 
Leeds, and E. J. Melton, Boonville 
newspaper man.

Trial Lasts a Week. 

The trial began last Monday. 
Two previous’ trials in Kederal] 
Court had ended in jury disagree- 
ments. Testimony ended Friday 
afternoon. 

In the Federal indictment Fer- 
guson was accused of mailing a 
false financial statement purport- 
ing to show the condition of the 
Ferguson-McKinney Co., as of Feb. 
28. 1925, to various banks; and of 
mailing notes and letters connect- 
ed with the loans obtained from 
the banks. Fergusor signed the 
notes; the false financial state- 
ment’ was signed by Murray Carle- 
ton. The statement, purporting to 
show a balance of $4,669,735.08, 
was falsified to the extent of $2.,- 
* 6,449.30, it was charged, by 
padding assets and omitting lia- 
bilities. A. 

The punishment for the offense 
charged, on conviction, is impris- 
onment up to five years, a fine up 
to $3000, or both. 

Shifts Blame to Carleton. 

Ferguson, as_ president, wis 
subordinate to the late Murray 
Carleton, churchman and _ civic 
leader, in the direction of the 
Ferguson-McKinney Co., the col- 
lapse of which, nearly four years 
ago, was the biggest business scan- 
dal in St. Louis history. In his 
third trial, as in the previous trials, 
Ferguson’s defense was that he 
merely obeyed the orders of Car- 
leton, who was treasurer of the 
company, and head of the affiliat- 
ed Carleton Dry Goods Co. 

This defense led Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Stattler to argue to 
the jury: 

“You have heard but one side of 
the story. Carleton is not here to 
give his version. He lies in his 
grave with Ferguson hiding behind 
a dead man.” 

Albert Miller, of 
Ferguson, argued that the ques- 
tion of intent on Ferguson’s part 
was the most vital issue. Review- 
ing the evidence, he asserted it 
had not been proved that Ferguson 
had intended to defraud anyone. 

Attorney Miller referred to the 
bankers as “vultures swooping 
down on the company and causing 
the conditions of which they now 
complain.” He added that Fergu- 
son, Carleton and. others believed 
that had not the creditors placed 
the firm in receivership. the firm 
eventually could have paid dollar 
for dollar. 

Even with the assets liquidated 
at forced sale, the attorney con- 
tinued, enough wus realized to pay 
creditors 46 cents on the dollar. 
besides $160,000 paid out as ex- 
penses of the receivership. 

Closing for the Government, Dis- 
trict Attorney Breuer told the jury 
that Ferguson, after receiving a 
statement showing his firm had 
lost $1,000,000 in 1924, hurried 
with the statement to Carleton’s 
bedside “and there it was that the 
scheme was hatched that resulted 
in this trial.” 

Brever declared that the assets 
of the Ferguson-McKinney and 
affiliated companies had been 
juggled back and forth two or 
three times a year over a period 
of seven or eight years, to deceive 
creditors. He asked if this was 
consistent with Ferguson's claim to

SERVICE UP AND 
DOWN MISSISSIPPI 


New Company to Eliminate 
Need for Landing Fields 
by Following R’‘ver. 


Plans for a new air service cen- 
tering in St. Louis and employing 
amphibian planes between Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul and New Orleans 


announced last night by 
Charles P. Bland of St. Louis and 
Redmond S. Brennan of Kansas 
City, counsel for the National Air 
Boat Express. Charles Davenport 
of Kansas City is president of the 
company, which is backed by St. 
Louis and Kansas City capital. 

In addition to the line to be op- 
erated over almost the entire 
length of the Mississipp! liver, 
lines will be established over the 
Ohio River to Pittsburg and over 
the Missouri River to Kansas City 
This service will enable St. Louis- 
ans to fly to the Twin Cities in 
five and a half hours,’to New Or- 
leans in seven hours, to Chicago in 
two and a half hours, and to Kan- 
sas City in three hours. 

Officers of the company paint 
out that the use of rivers instead 
of landing fields will reduce costs, 
save time, and increase safety. The 
air boats, capable of landing on 
ground or water, will follow the 
rivers, thus avoiding obstructions 
and enabling them to fly low with- 
in easy gliding distance of a nat- 
ural “landing field.” River Jand- 
ings will also bring passengerw 
closer to the center of various 
cities, it was pointed out.

PLANE TAKES MESSAGE FROM 


CORD HELD BETWEEN BAYONETS 


Device Is Developed for Commu- 
nication Between Isolated 
Troops and Aircraft. 

By the Assoviated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — A 
simple and practical method by | 
which ground troops on action can | 
communicate important informa- 
tion to co-ordinating air squadrons| 
when cut off from all other means| 
of communication has been de-| 
veloped by the War Department. 
During and since the World War | 
such a device was sought for use | 
by surrounded, isolated or lost| 
troops. | 

The rig of the airplane is only | 
a weighted hook on the radio an-| 
tenna. That of the ground troops! 
consists of a small message bag 
attached to 100 feet of cord swung) 
suspended in a continuous loop on | 
two rifles with bayonets fixed and| 
held high by two soldiers. 

The pilot of the plane swoops 
down over the line, between the 
uprights, and as he passes the line 
the suspended hook snatches it and 
the message bag. The observer 
in the plane then reels in the an- 
tenna and extracts the message, 
map or order. 

So valuable has this means of 
communication proven during re- 
cent field maneuvers that orders 
have been issued to instruct avia- 
tors and ground troops in the use 
of this method.

EARTHQUAKE IN ILD - 
RIPS STREET APART 


Dozen Cracks Appear fn 


Church After Continuation 
of Hawaiian Temblors. 


By the Associated Press. 

HILO, Hawaii, Sept. 28.—An 
earthquake rocked the entire city 
of Hilo at 7:10 a. m. today. One 
of the main streets was ripped 
apart in two places. The Catholic 


4 Church. which was moved on its 


foundation, was marred by a doz- 
en cracks. 

The shock was similar to that 
which caused $100,000 damage in 
the Kona district on the western, 
or opposite side, of Hawaij Island. 
It was the first shock felt in Hilo 
of the series of quakes that have 
kept the populace of the Kona 
district frightened since Monday 
night. 

Hilo is approximately 60 air line 
miles from Kona district which has 
been shaken almost continually 
following the first shock Monday 
night, caused by movements of 
lava within the craters of the vol- 
canoes Mauna Loa, Kilauea and 
Hualalal. 

The volcano observatory at Kil- 

auea, reported that 50 earthquakes 
in the last 24 hours were recorded 
on its seismograph, in such man- 
ner as to indicate that two columns 
of lava were rising to the surface. 
General belief is that the lava will 
appear from the craters of Huala- 
lai or Mauna Loa, as predicted by 
volcanologist Thomas A. Jaggar. 
Residents in the country to the 
north of Hilo were moving their 
belongings across the Wailuku 
River today in an attempt to get 
away from the Puuoo District 
where the quakes seemed to be 
concentrated. The district is about 
15 miles east of Hilo and is sparse- 
ly settled. 
After a lull yesterday. a series 
of shocks began at 10 o'clock last 
night. With increasing imtensity 
they were felt over the entire isl- 
and of Hawail 

More than 200 shocks have been 
felt by the terrorized populace 
during the present seismic disturb- 
ance. Dr. Jaggar, who has studied 
the volcanoes of Hawaii for many 
years, said that such _ activity 
usually preceded an eruption, and 
that the Haulalai, Mauna Loa and 
Kilauea volcanoes might erupt 
simultaneously any time within a 
month, or the activity might be 
confined to any one of the three. 

Hualalal, although dormant 
since 1801, was considered by Jag- 
gar the most likely to burst into 
activity. Mauna Loa, which has 
discharged lava streams down its 
slopes from the 13,675-foot peak, 
is 22 miles south from Hualalai 
by air line. Kilauea, world’s 
largest active volcano, which has 
frequently erupted, is about <9 
more miles distant from Hualalai.

CKNE CALLS 
“EARLY WORK” 
RULE UNFAIR 


By Knute Rockne. 

(Member All America Football 

Board) 

(Reg. U. S. Patent Office) 
To prevent unfair advantages, 
abuses and tendencies toward in- 
equalities of opportunity, we must 
have rules in order to play a com- 
plicated game such as football, 
The Football Rules Committee has 
done a pretty fair job, in fact, a 
mighty fine job when everything 
is considered. Teams that are 
coached according to the spirit 
and the letter of the rules play the 
game without any unpleasantrics, 
friction or misunderstandings. 

But how about some other rules 
mind particularly 
a rule now the @ 
vogue in a few *; 
schools in the 
East, most schools ; 
in the Middle- 
west and Pacific 
Soast. This rule 
joes not allow: 
any organized @. 
practice or coach- = — 
ing until Sept. 
16. a 
ls the Rule Fair? &) 
To the casual “7 
observer the rule 
would seem to be @ am 
fair. But is it? Rockne. 
Let's take for example, two schools 
in the Big Ten. We will take Pur- 
due, where classes resume about 
Sept. 10. We will take for the oth- 
er school “X."" which classes start 
about Oct. 2. When the Purdue boy 
returns to his school about Sept. 
9 or 10 he remembers that his 
coach has told him to work out 
every day and get himself into 
shape so that he will be ready to 
get off with a bang on the fif- 
teenth. But he finds that he cannot 
even use the school gym and that 
he can't go out and work with the 
local high school squad. The only 
thing he can do is put on some old 
clothes and jog across country un- 
til the fifteenth, when practice be- 
gins. At the same time the boys 
from the school where classes do 
not -begin until Oct. 2 are back 
home. They can borrow equipment 
from the. local high school coach 
and they can kick, run, pass and 
even scrimmage with the loca! 
high school squad. Certainly there 
is no rule against the boy playing 
around in his home town. Some of 
these lads even g0 to football 
camps with the home town tearm 
and scrimmage against other high 
school teams. This is also consid- 
ered O. K. But don't forget that 
the boy from Purdue where schooi 
started the ninth of September can 
do nothing until the _ fifteenth 
Then what happens after Sept. 157 
At Purdue and one or two schools 
in the Big Ten where school is in 
session they are allowed to prac- 
tice once a day for two hours. But 
at school “X”" and several other 
Big Ten schools where schoo! does 
not begin until Oct. 2, they are 
practicing twice a day for twe 
weeks, getting in about 25 or 3” 
hours more of football practice by 
Oct. 2. than the others. This is not 
only unfair but the severe driving 
of these young lads, physically. 
mentally and emotionally is not 
particularly constructive of any- 
thing good in the long run. 

It seems to me that this rule 
prohibiting organized practice or 
coaching until Sept, 15 ig very un- 
fair to the coaches of the schools 
where classes begin early. It is 
mighty hard on the players who 
have to work twice a day because 
their schoo] work does not start 
until October. 

Practically every boy has fin- 
ished his summer work or vacation 
by the Tuesday after Labor day. 
Why not allow each team to begin 
practice on the Tuesday after 
Labor day and permit one practice 
period a day of two hours dura- 
tion from them on regardless of 
whether school is in session or no!. 
This would eliminate any unfair- 
ness which certainly now exists to 
a marked degree. It would also 
prevent the terrific pressure whic! 


in now being put on a lot of the 


young boys by these arduous t»o- 
a-day practices. Furthermore. ty 
the time the first game frolis 
around the boys will be in physica! 
condition to play the game. If ts 
questionabie whether they are in

How Old Vizley, the Town

No Cognizance Taken. 


The Governments took no cog- 
nizance in this vital respect of 
either the protocol of Versailles, 
the covenant of the League, the 
Locarno Treaty or Kellogg Pact. 
The Washington conference of 
1921 achieved the only effective 
substantial and real reduction in 
armaments (except the abolition 
of British censcription and re- 
duction of the peace establishment 
of the British Army) which to 
1929 had been effected since de- 
mobilization. It looked as if the 
genuine peace sentiment which 
exists amongst the peoples of all 
nations was to be bought off with 
pompous and high sounding 
phrases while the equally genuine 
aspirations of militarist elements 
which also still exist in all lands 
was to be satiated with costlier, 
more perfect and more destructive 
war macbines. 

When it came to the realties— 
to use a theological phrase—the 
old man who in his heart still be- 
lieves in the inevitability of war 
conquered the new man of peace 
all along the line.

Missouri's Loan Office Law, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

THINK your readers would be inter- 

I ested in the following facts which 

‘lustrate the farm relief experiment now 

being tried by the administration. . 

In the year 1821 an act entitled “An 
act for the establishment of loan of- 
fices” was passed by the Legislature of 
the State of Missouri, which authorized 
certain commissioners of the State to 
make loans of certificates of indebtedness 
of the State to citizens residing within 
their districts, secured by mortgages On 
real property, livestock, etc. The act was 
passed to relieve the farmers from the 
distress resulting from the panic of 1319 
and the collapse of the wildcat notes of 
the adjoining states, etc. 

In his first message to the Legislature 
of Missouri, Gov. McNair said that the 
act had been put in operation but a suf- 
ficient time had not elapsed to test its 
efficiency. He suggested that should 
such a currency be given to the certi- 
ficates aS would make them receivable 
in payment for public lands, their credit 
would be put upon a solid basis and 
we might confidently rely upon their 
exemption from fluctuation and debase- 
ment. 

Five years later, Gov. Miller in his 
first Diennial address to the Legisia- 
ture, said, “I regret that I cannot count 
among the resources of the State the 
debt which is due to her, nominally 
amounting to about $76,796, which to- 
gether with the interest that is accrued 
would not fall short of $100,000, Were 
all of this sum available, it would go 
far toward extinguishing the debt of the 
State which grew out of the law called 
the Lean Office law. The insufficiency 
of the securities taken and various other 
causes will octasion the loss of a large 
part of the debt.” 

In a subsequent message, Gov. Mil- 
ler informs the Legislature that under 
the law establishing loan offices, paper 
issued by the State amounts to $184,000, 
and that it hed been «edeemed except 
$1142. He adds: 

“This unfortunate transaction, 80 in- 
jurious in its results to the State and ita 
citizens, May be considered, so far as it 
has been chargeable as a debt against 
the State, as closed. The debt due to 
the State from borrowers of this paper 
amounts to about $50,000 exclusive of 
interest, the greater part of which is 
16 ? 

I may add that the act was repeale: 
in 1825 and that subsequently the Su- 
preme Court of the United States held 
the certificates to be bills of credit and 
therefore unconstitutional. To me it is 
significant that after a century the Fed- 
eral Government should embarit upon an 
experiment tried so long ago by us,

NE night at Swiyazhsk—about

I stopred short on the threshold.

Blagonravov had proved himself 
a fighting revolutionary in 1917.

His Comment to Lenin. 

“This sort of Lieutenant,” I once 
remarked jokingly to Lenin, “is of 
the stuff of Napoleon—he even has 
the name.”

The 
same band played the Lohengrin 
march for the wedding of Nellie 
Grant to Algernon Sartoris, and a 
generation later for the wedding 
of Alice Roosevelt to Congressman 
Nicholas Longworth.

, While this tremendous increase 
has been going on, Rome has, with 
a great effort, overcome her hous- 
ing difficulties. Four whole new 
suburbs have heen opened.

A better demand from renters

This is a. noteworthy feature in 


view of the fact that the :cported 
number of removals tiis tall has 
been negligible. Not a few apart- 
ments are being leased from the 
plans in the lofty new structures 
going up on Kingshighway, Lindell 
boulevard and Skinker rocd., 

Reservations are unprecedented 
in the 28-story Plaza Park project 
at the southeast corner of Kings- 
highway and Maryland avenue, 
The Plaza-Park, which will be 
ready for occupancy next spring, 
has been designed and appointed 
to appeal to the most discriminat- 
ing. This project, the most ambi- 
tious in the apartment field in St.

Higher Prices Forescen. 


Consensus of opinion is that 
higher purchase prices in due 
course of time will prevail as a 
result of the halt called on con- 
struction by investment bankers 


who have placed restrictiong on 
building leans. Even for legiti- 
mate new projects comparatively 
little money is availabie for more 
than 60 per cent of the estimated 
cost, Or for loans on exist- 
ing buildings, according to Rich- 
ard C,. Spackler, president of the 
Hemmelman-Spackler Real Estate 
Co., local loan correspondent of the 
New York Life Insurance Co., and 
one of the largest lenders on real 
estate in St. Louis. New apart- 
ment projects are being discour- 
aged, Spackler intimated. Ke- 
Strictions in connection with 
building loans will keep construc- 
tion at a low stage and will not be 
removed, Spackler stated, until de- 
inand is in proportion to supply. 

According to real estate men, 
purchase prices of flats and apart- 
ments have undergone revision 
during the last two or three years, 
and now are at levele that are 
challenging attention. Present list- 
ings of buildings of this type in- 
clude many holdings of speculators, 
who of necessity must liquidate. 
owing to the adverse conditions 
confronting refinancing. 

Increase in Sale of Homes. 

Henceforth a larger volume of 
transactions in buildings of these 
types is expected. From all indi- 
cations, transactions in flats and 
apartments will constitute the bone 
and sinew of the market this fall 
and winter. There already is a 
noteworthy increase In the sale of 
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homes, which until recently had 
lagged. 

While some real estate agents 
are prone to blame the lure of the 
Stock market for the absence of 
real estate buyers, others ascribe 
it to the recent construction cam- 
Paign, principally in flats and 
apartments, which was not wholly 
justified by the demand.

But today the tables are turned. 
These same authorities who listened 
to the “Count’s” explanations are ex- 
plaining things to him. They are try- 
ing to tell what became of $200,000 
which the former prisoner says dis- 
appeared from his fortune while he 
was serving sentences in McNeil’s Is- 


land, the Federal penitentiary on. 


Puget Sound, and at Folsom, the Cali- 
fornia State prison near Sacramento, 
for embezzlement. 

It is not an easy matter to explain 
offhand what became of $200,000, es- 
pecially if you didn’t know it existed 
in the first place. And the State and 
county officials who were connected 
with the rich ‘‘Count’s’’ case declare 
they know nothing about the money. 

“Count” Albert Sichofsky is a fig- 
ure as fabulous as the Count of Mon- 
te Cristo made modern. According to 
his own story he first came to this 
country in 1904, subsequently leaving 
and spending a number of years in 
Cuba and Mexico. In Mexico, at Par- 
ral, in the State of Chihuahua, he says 
he owns a gold mine which once pro- 
duced $81,000 worth of gold in 30 
days, and for which he says he was of- 
fered $2,000,000. 


E COMPLETED his term in 
He. California prison June 15 

and was turned over to 
the Federal authorities, who took him 
to Ellis Island for deportation. Out 
of more than $390,000 cash, a 
$23,000 Rolls Royce, $20,000 worth 
of jewelry and a wardrobe of many 
trunks of clothes, which the “Count” 
claims he had when he first became 
involved with Federal and California 
authorities, he now has less than 
$20,000. 

Of slight build and with a slightly 
Oriental cast to his features, the 
“Count” is dapper in appearance.’ Mild 
of manner, quiet, yet an expert con- 
versationalist on a wide range of sub- 
jects, he is hardly a figure one would 
Suspect of being an internationally no- 
torious crook. Around him has swirled 
& constant stream of intrigue, always 
involving large aums of money. 

It is told that shortly before his ar-

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rest he wagered $50,000 a fly would 
light upon a piece of sugar on his side 
of the table before it would on a sim- 
ilar piece before the companion with 
whom he was dining. The “Count” 
won. 

But now hard times are upon him 
and in the charges which he has laid 
before the Department of Labor the 
‘Count’ would like to know what be- 
came of: 

Four thousand two hundred dollars 
taken from him. November 15, 1920, 
by the District Attorney’s office in Los 
Angeles. 

Nine thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-one dollars withdrawn from his 
account in the Merchants National 
Bank of Los Angeles by the District 
Attorney’s office. 

Thirty-five thousand nine hundred 
and eighty-two dollars which he says 
Deputy Sheriff Harvey Bell of Los 
Angeles placed in a San Rafael bank 
November 15, 1923, and for which he 
never received a receipt. 

One hundred and sixteen thousand 
dollars in bonds which disappeared 
from his safety deposit box in the 
First National Bank of San Diego. 

Twenty-eight thousand seven hun- 
dred dollars which he says was with- 
drawn from three Los Angeles banks 
without his knowledge or authoriza- 
tion. 

One thousand seven hundred and 
forty-seven dollars he paid in settle- 
ment of a judgment axainst him on 
what he claims was a forged promis- 
sory note. 

Sixteen thousand six hundred and 
eighty dollars he paid in settlement of 
a civil action brought by John Em- 
manuel—-for what the prisoner claims 
he does not know. 

Sichofsky has in his makeup the 
same peculiar wizardry which made fa- 
mous the fictitious Rufus J. Walling- 
ford and the real-life Ponzi. Exactly 
how he obtained his fortune will al- 
ways be a matter of speculation. He 
is a plunger of the highest type. In 
Wail Street he would be known as a 
“lone wolf" for he seldom has an ac- 
complice. : 

Once in prison he became intimate 
with two trusties and this friendship

nearly cost him his life. This chap- 
ter of his prison record, as entertain- 
ing as a leaf from a Dumas novel, has 
been revealed in the investigation 
which followed the charges he brought 
at. Ellis Island while awaiting depor- 
tation. 

Former Warden J. J. Smith, who 
had Folsom prison in his charge when 
Sichofsky was received as a prisoner, 
revealed how he saved the life of the 
prisoner, who was being slowly put to 
death by some mysterious poison, ad- 
ministered, he believes, by § the 
“Count's” trusty friends, in the hope 
that they would be willed his money. 


OY wien « SICHOFSKY worked 


with a clerk, George Jen- 

nings, a free man, who was 
property clerk in the prison office. 
One day Sichofsky became ill and was 
taken to the prison hospital. The 
doctor cauld not diagnose his case but 
knew he was seriously ill. 

Shortly afterward the Warden found 
an anonymous letter upon his desk 
one morning, supposedly written by 
some convict, which warned Smith to 
look to the welfare of the prisoner in 
the hospital. The letter also said that 
Jennings would see the ‘‘Count”’ in the 
hospital that night. : 

The Warden strolled to the hospital 
that evening. He found the doctor op- 
erating on a convict and stopped to 
chat with him for a few minutes. At 
approximately 9:30, hours after the 
prison office had been locked, he saw 
Jennings come in. He went to the 
ward and directly to Sichofsky’s cot. 
The Warden slipped into the ward and 
hid himself behind a screen. He could 
not hear the conversation, but finally 
heard Jennings ask: ‘‘Well, Count, are 
you ready to sign?” 

At this the Warden stepped from 
behind the screen and seized a sheaf 
of papers Jennings held in his hand. 
The papers were afterwards found to 


be a will. Jennings was the prison 
notary and had the documents all in 
order for signing. 

On examination, Smith said, he 
found the ‘“‘Count's’” purported will 
was to leave the Warden $200, two 
convicts $200 each and $2000 to Jen- 
nings. There was a further proviso 
that Jennings was to use the $2000 
to go to Poland to search for Sichof- 
sky's relatives. If he was unable to 
find them the residue of the estate was 
to revert to Jennings. 

Smith said that after he confronted 
Jennings in the hospital the clerk 
immediately offered to resign. He al- 
lowed him to do this. 

A few days later the Warden re- 
ceived a second letter, commending 
him for his action, but warning him 
that the danger to the “‘Count"’ was 
not past as the “Count’’ was not sup- 
posed to leave the hospital alive. 

The Warden set up a watch over the 
sick prisoner, changed the nurses, who 
had posed as the “Count's’’ friends, 
and the prisoner got well within a few 
days. 

Jennings, who has been reinstated 
in his job by the present Warden at 
Folsom, denies that the former War- 
den'’s story is correct. There was a 
will, he says, but his only part in con- 
nection with it was to examine the pa- 
per as prison notary and see that it 
was properly witnessed. 

Although he is known as an interna- 
tional crook, bad-check artist, high- 
stake gambler and embezzler, the 
“Count’s’ charges have caused a 
frenzy of excitement in California 
State circles. 

Governor C. C. Young immediately 
called for an investigation of all that 
has transpired itn connection with 
“Count” Sichofsky's case since Young 
became Governor in 1926. Warden 
Court Smith of Folsom State Prison 
had to give an itemized account of 
every penny of th risoner’s money 


that was in the Warden's keeping. 

Former State Prison Director Thom- 
as A. Gannon, now State Railroad 
Commission examiner, and former 
State Prison Director George A. Van 
Smith, now vice president of a large 
San Francisco. bank, have both en- 
tered long public denials in the press 
of the State that they know what be- 
came of the prisoner’s money. 

“Preposterous,’’ they say to the 
charges and point to his record. 

It is an amazing record. A record 
reaching back to 1904, when Alberto 
Sycowski, a penniless Pole, came to 
this country as an immigrant. It runs 
the gamut from tudicrous to melo- 
dramatic. 


T ONE time “Count” Sichof- 
Aww was heralded on circus 

billboards as ‘“‘The Human Frog”’ 
and at another as “The Human 
Dragon.” To those under the big 
top he was known as Charles Le 
Dragon, the contortionist. But it is 
told that strong drink spoiled what 
might have otherwise been a success- 
ful circus act and he became a bunco 
artist. He became known variously 
as Carlos La Deaux, Ricardo Soto 
Prieto, Charles Hombre Rana and Max 
Freeman. 

During the World War he was ar- 
rested in Cuba as a German spy. The 
charges were never pushed for the 
simple reason that the ‘spy’ escaped 
and no- more was heard from him 
until after the war. 

He was arrested in 1920 in Los 
Angeles on a charge of embezzlement, 
lost the case, appealed and then 
pleaded guilty to a charge in the Fed- 
eral Court of entering the United 
States without a passport. For this 
he was sentenced to McNeil’s Island, 
the Federal prison. 

Two years later he was released, 
supposedly penniless. In two months 
he was again arrested in California as 
he was crossing the border from Mex- 
ico at Calexico. In addition to the 
foreign title he had $175,000 in money 
and valuables, a tennis racquet and a 
bag of golf sticks. 

He was sentenced to serve from one 
to ten years for grand larceny and em- 


11 convicts killed and 21 prisoners 
wounded in a riot last Thanksgiving 
Day. Six convict ringleaders in the 
riot are in the death cells there now, 
while an appeal from their death sen- 
tence is carried to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Visitors at the prison often remark 
about the proud manner in which the 
convicts carry themselves. They are 
“hard guys.’’ They admit it boast- 
fully. Many are killers serving life- 
term sentences. 


adventurer found himself slightly 

out of place. He found few friends 
in the prison and for several years had 
no intimates. 

Although without close friends, the 
“Count” attempted to buy the good 
will of the prisoners as a whole. He 
spent $400 for costumes for the pris- 
oners’ Fourth of July celebration in 
1925. Among the costumes was a pair 
of tigtits in imitation of a frog skin. 
These the ‘“‘Count”’ wore, reverting to 
his old act as a_ contortionist for 
the entettainment of the other pris- 
oners. 

Meanwhile, he was busy on the out- 
side. He was conatantly embroiled in 
suits. Those who claimed he had de- 
frauded them sued him. John Em- 
manuel, an antique dealer in Seattle, 
obtained the largest judgement against 
the prisoner. The Court awarded him 
$14,300, but before it was finally paid, 
after an appeal had been taken to the 
highest California court, it had grown 
to $16,000. 

Then, too, the “Count” had a pen- 
chant for hiring lawyers. Seven Sac- 
ramento lawyers were retained by him 
at various times and each obtained 
small sums for his services. The pris- 
oner had a fixed belief that he could 
obtain his freedom from the State 
prison through a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

He continued to pose as a Polish 
Count, but the prisoners believed he 
was a Syrian or Jew. Only those who 
felt that they might better themselves 
financially became his friends. It is 
told within the prison walis that a 
woman-——the wife of a man who was 
condemned to hang—heard of the 
“Count” through her visita to the pris- 
on. Hoping to secure financial aid for 
her husband she began to call upon 
the “Count” also. 

It is prison gossip that she failed

Harrowing Ordeal of Mr. and 


Mrs. Jack Dempster, 
En glish School Teachers, 
Who Were Arrested

We had 
a slab of greasy meat flung. at each 
of us on the Sunday during my im- 
prisonment. 

‘We had exercise in the yard for 
an hour a day, when we could wash 
at a tap; but no shaving. I grew a 
most fearsome beard. I stayed there 
for a whole week until release came. 

“T saw my wife only twice, for a 
few moments, in the presence of pris- 
on officials, and once by the courtesy 
of the chief warder she scribbled a 
little note to me. 

“T was put into a cell with 20 Ital- 
ians, who were there for various of- 
fenses——mostly trying to cross the 
frontier without passports. One man 
in the cell had servéd a long sentence 
for manslaughter, but he was not a 
bad sort, and was the Only one who 
could speak English. 


‘‘My cell was 18 paces long by nine 
wide. There was a double-locked door 
and an lron grid before the entrance 
and three windows with bars inside 
and out. The sanitary equipment was 
totally inadequate. The sleeping place 
was a bench around the wall, and 
each of us had a straw mattress and 
pillow and two blankets. The whole 
place was overrun with unspeakable 
insects which made the nights a ter- 
ror of discomfort. 

‘“T was taken one day before the 
Governor of the district and fined 
$10.50 in lire for my offenses against 
the law. The Governor proved a de- 
cent fellow and promised he would do 
all in his power for us, and the Gov- 
ernor of the prison himself seemed a 
good sort, but the lower officers were 
just brutes. I could get nothing out 
of them except ‘Tomorrow, tomorrow, 
when I kept asking what was going to 
happen.”’ 

Mrs. Dempster took up the narra- 
tive here. 

“IT should like other women to try

to imagine what the ordeal was like 
to me,’’ she said. ‘‘When I got to the 
prison I was searched by a wardress, 
who went through everything I had 
on, and even took my wedding ring 
away. 

‘My cell was fairly large, but dark, 
with barred and shuttered windows. 
through which only a glimpse of the 
outer world could be seen. My ward- 
ress could not, or would not, under- 
stand any of my few words of Italian. 

“The little Italian girl in the cell 
with me could, however, understand a 
little French, and I spent long hours 
pricking out with a pin on the wall 
Italian words which I thought would 
be useful to me, for I was in dread 
that the girl would be taken away, and 
I should have no way of communicat- 
ing anything. 

“We were luckier than my husband 
in our cell, because we did have iron 
bedsteads on which to sleep, and were 
allowed two coarse sheets—rather like 
mutton cloth at home. 

“All the cleaning of the cell had to 
be done by the Italian girl and my- 
self.

Steel and Stone 
to Libert

HETHER or not 
a break from pris- 
on succeeds, it is a 
hazardous feat that 
pays small divi- 
dends, a prodigious 
exercise in futility. 
In his new book, 
“You Can Escape,’’ 
: just published by 
ee See the Macmillan Com- 
pany, Edward H. Smith makes that 
point clear. He dwells upon it. And 
having devoted his life largely to the 
study of criminals and their fate, he 
is prepared to offer testimony that {s 
a bit more than merely competent. 
But so long as there are prisons— 
he also makes this clear—men will en- 
gage in the futile though sometimes 
hereic endeavor to break out of them, 
and no matter how foolproof the pris- 
ons may be they will find a way to 
do it. Men have been doing it ever 
since prisons were set up. Sometimes 
these breaks are spectacular dashes 
for freedom with attendant violence 
and gun play—dashes which in spite 
of their spectacular nature often re- 
quire little courage, no ingenuity and 
no imagination. Sometimes breaks are 
merely ready-made deliveries engi- 
neered from the outside by confeder- 
ates and effected by means of politics 
and bribery. These are unheroic, too, 
and colorless besides. But now and 
then—once or twice in a decade, per- 
haps—there occurs one of those in- 
credible escapes where escape seemed 
impossible, an escape which by reason 
of the ingenuity involved, the sus- 
tained and terrible patience exercised 
and the almost superhuman perse- 
verance practiced in the face of 
crushing obstacles, commands and 
holds a place among the immortal 
deeds of mankind. It is with these 
extraordinary breaks, these tours de 
force in prison heroics, that Smith 
concerns himself in his volume with 


- the reassuring title. 


Classic instances of escape, such as 
those of Casanova and Cellini and 
even such prodigious fictional exploits 
as those of Monte Cristo and Jean 
Valjean, appear no more remarkable 
than the modern examples which 
Smith has chosen for his succession of 
thrilling tales. Casanova, it is re- 
marked, had patience but no more 
than the German prisoner, Schaar- 
schmidt, who, having no other tools, 
set to work with his teeth and in six 
months gnawed his way to liberty 
through two heavy oak beams. When 
he was recaptured three weeks later it 
was found his teeth had been worn to 
stubs and his jaw muscles had de- 
veloped so that his lower face had the 
look of a giant ape's. The man 
should have had his freedom and a 
decoration for this prodigy of patience, 
the author declares, but unimagina- 
tive officialdom sent him to a stronger 
prison with something added to his 
term. Cellini, the reader is reminded, 
had imagination as well as patience, 
but no more than the Vermont farmer, 
Clarence Adams, who learned and 
practiced the art of self-hypnoais until 
he could simuiate death successfully 
enough to have himself carried out of 
prison as a corpse and placed in a 
burial vault, where confederates re- 
leased him. 

The volume is filled with accounts 
of such amazing exploits as these. 
There is the case of Harvey Logan, an 
example of an extraordinary — break 
made possible by an ‘“‘escaper's in- 


’ gtinct”’ plus genius. 


r¢4 ARVEY LOGAN,” writes 
Smith, ‘‘belongs to the select 


list of escapers. His break 
from the jail at Knoxville, Ten- 
nessee, on June 27, 1903, a few 


hours before the officers were ready 
to take him to prison to serve what 
might have been a life sentence, ranks 
with the most remarkable of breaks 
for freedom and would entitle him to 
attention here, even had he not made 
several hair-raising flights before that 
memorable afternoon."’ 

Logan, it will be recalled. was much 
in the news 25 years ago. He was a 
direct inheritor of the Jesse James 
tradition. Cattle rustler, highway- 
man, train robber, bandit leader and 
killer, he was almost a legendary fig- 
ure, one of the last survivors of the 
old Wild West. 

At the head of the notorious Hole- 
in-the-Wall gang which hid away in 
the mountains of Wyoming, he rode 
fast and loose over the West, defying 
the local constabulary, until the har- 
rassed citizens appealed to the State 
and prepared to send the militia to 
invade the mountain retreat. Logan

saw his gang couldn't 
hold out against troops 
and fled. The gang 
broke up and scattered. 
Many of them were 
picked up and Logan 
himself was captured 
after a fight in a 
Knoxville saloon in the 
course of which he 
shot down two police- 
men. He was locked 
up, tried and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 
While his appeal hung 
fire in the courts, how- 
ever, he had time to 
watch the jail routine 
for some little weak 
spot through which he 
might strike for free- 
dom.

Be- 
cause it had been in service a 
long time, he suspected nothing and 
brought another broom for’ the pris- 
oner, who again took off as much of 
the wire as he dared and hid it with 
the rest. He probably didn’t know 
what he was going to do with the wire, 
but had a vague idea that it might be 
useful. Eventually, a plan formed in 
his mind. 

One of his guards was loquacious. 
Moreover, he liked to listen to Logan’s 
tales of banditry. Sometimes he would 
come over and lean against the cell 
bars while the prisoner talked. Logan 
cultivated the interest of his guard. 
Then, when circumstances permitted, 
he fastened the two pieces of wire to- 
gether and made a noose, like a lasso. 
On the last day before he was to be 
transferred to the State prison, Logan 
tried again to lure the friendly guard 
to the cell with an engaging story, but 
the guard was wary. He listened, but 
he wouldn’t approach. Logan was

desperate. Finally he asked for a pen- 
cil and a scrap of paper.

The keeper brought the pencil and 
paper, and Logan spent a few minutes 
drawing a fanciful map, talking all the 
while.

Logan got the 
keys, unlocked his cell, took the 
guard's two revolvers and tied the 
helpless man to the cell door. He 
then advanced on the outer door, cov- 
ered the jailer through a peep hole 
in the door and compelled him to un- 
lock. Taking the jailer with him, 
he made for the Sheriff's stable, 
where he tied his prisoner in one of 
the stalis. He then rode to liberty on 
the Sheriff's horse. 

But for all his spectacular escape, 
Harvey Logan failed to make much 
of his freedom. A year later he and 
three followers held up a train at 
Parachute, Colorado. A posse was or- 
ganized and pursued them. In an ex- 
change of shots one of the bandits 
was wounded. The others escaped. As 
the officers approached the wounded 
man put his revolver to his temple and 
blew off the top of his head. He was 
afterwards identified as Harvey Lo- 
gan.

wae HAD fought in no 
wars, been decked with 
no medals, and all the 
citations opposite his name were 
in red ink,”’ writes the author. ‘“‘He 
was, in short, a criminal and a 
convict, yet there can be no doubt 
of his heroism. . . His was the 
only kind of greatness known to 
prisons and keeps.”’ 

Casey started out to be a stone- 
mason, but wound up as a holdup 
man with a five-year. sentence 
stretching ahead.

But 
a storm crippled the boat on the 
second day out and it limped back 
to Boston for repairs. Immediate- 
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ly one of his own intimates be- 
trayed him for the $100 reward of- 
fered by the State. He went Dack 
to Boston Prison. Hence his nick- 
name. 

Now it happened that at Bos- 
ton Prison was an old lifer. He 
had been around the place so long 
that nobody regarded him as any- 
thing but a fixture.
